Miss McNicol was defeated 
b F rank D. Dauria, Democrat 
I he m argin was only 41 votes 
a fter the official tabulation w as 
completed. 
Miss McNicol. an employe of 
the Ohio M i s on Co., had'until 
today to file for a recount, but 
she would have been required 
to post a $10 deposit for each of 
the 
25 
local 
precincts 
she 
w anted recounted. She had al 
ready paid for her own 
paifin exp« nses. 
Miss McNicol revealed her 
decision not to ask for the re ­ 
count and laid the blam e on the 
GOFJ party in a letter sent to the 
news media.

hicle thefts and larcenies were 
teen agers, the report said 
F irea rm s were used in 68 jkm

The grim statistics em erged 
from the F’BUs annual report 
and analysis of the num ber of 
offenses and arre sts reported to

said the meeting was to be 
closed and secret 
As he talked, a man with a 
holstered 
revolver rose 
ner­ 
vously from time to time to 
peer out a window 
Reusch explained that a shot­ 
gun and ammunition cases on a 
kitchen counter were necessary 
for security' purposes. He said 
there had been three attempts 
on his life. 
Despite the weapons, Reusch 
said the new klan was opposed 
to violence 
“ But you have to 
protect yourself," he said 
Reusch said he would like to 
see the race issue de-empha- 
sized. He said he was for the 
genetic integrity of races and 
he felt the racial problem was 
created to keep eyes focused on 
blacks. 
Acknowledging that he is a 
racist, Reusch said, “That’s not 
a dirty word I'm a racist be­ 
cause

He advocated reforms in wel 
fare and said he would like to

Further, there was virtually no 
distinction between fine arts

‘T h e Plow-Man that raises 
Gram, is more serviceable to 
\lankind, than the Painter who 
draws only to please the Eye,” 
one early 
New 
E n g lan d er 
wrote 
“The Carpenter who 
builds a good House, to defend 
os from Wind and Weather, is 
m ore se rv iceab le than the 
curious Carver, who employs 
his Art to please the Fancy.” 


John Adams wrote: “The age 
of paintmg and sculpture has 
not yet arrived in this country, 
and I hope* it will not arrive 
very soon Artists have done 
what they could with my face 
and eyes, head and shoulders, 
tature and figure, and they 
fiave made them monsters fit 
for exhibition as harlequin or 
clown.” 


But it also was Adams who 
said “ I must study politics and 
w ar that my sons may have the 
liberty to study mathematics 
arid philosophy ... in order to 
cive their children a right to 
tud> painting, poetry and m u­ 
sic.* 
John Singleton Copley, one of 
the busiest, best and wealthiest 
of the painters in the colonies, 
complained on the eve of the 
Revolution that "people re 
garded painting no more thar 
any other 
Tude 
. likr 
that of a carpenter, uiior, 


shoemaker, not as one of the 
most noble arts in the world." 
This may well have been be­ 
cause the country’s first artists 
remain all but nameless—lim­ 
ners, as they were known, who 
painted likenesses of colonial 
personalities in flat, primitive 
style. Some were itinerants, but 
others were undoubtedly prac­ 
tical artisans who lent their 
limited talents to such painting 
jobs as came their way. 
The first painters of stature 
cam e here from Europe One 
was John Snnbert, a Scot, who 
cam e in 1729 and held in Boston 
the first-known art exhibit in 
this country Another was Peter 
Pelham, a competent engraver 
in mezzotint, from London And 
there was Gustavus Hesselius, 
who arrived from Sweden in 
1712 
It is ironic that the two artists 
of greatest stature at the time 
of the Revolution spent most ol 
their careers in London. One 
was Copley, who lived from 
1738 1815; the other was Ben­ 
jam in West, 
1738-1820 
Both 
were largely self-taught 
Legend has it that West did 
his first paifttings by snipping 
hairs off the family cat and 
drawing them through quills to 
make brushes A Philadelphia 
Quaker, he left America in 1760 
at the age of 22, spent thrcv 
years in Italy and then went on 
to London 
He had reached the top of his 
profession by then, was named 
historical p ain ter 
to King 
George III, and enjoyed royal 
favor for years, even during the 
Revolution 
Copley became wealthy as a 
painter in Boston. John Adams 
said of his portraits; “ You can 
scarcely help discoursing with 
them, asking questions and re- 
cviving answers.5 
At the urging of Sir Wiishua 
Reynolds, West and others, 
Copley sailed from America in 
1774, and finally settled in Lon­ 
don after a year in Italy 
Both he and West aspired to 
go beyond portraiture, doing 
historical and other paintings 
Neither ever returned borne, 
although West and his wife 
never 
got 
over 
their 
homesickness Mrs. West even 
tried 
to grow corn in her 
greenhouse, but with little 
success 
west was tree with aavice, 
and his home became a school 
for Americans — Charles Will­ 
son Peale, Matthew Pratt, John 
Trumbull, Ralph Earl, Rem- 


brandt Peale. Samuel F. B. 
Morse. Washington Allston and 
Gilbert Stuart 
Stuart, whose portraits of 
G eorge 
W ashington 
are 
famous, was one of the most 
interesting the lot 
errant, 
witty, a drinker 
After studying with West, he 
set up his own studio in London 
but had to leave for Dublin to 
escape d e b to rs ’ prison. He 
owed 8u pounds for snuff alone. 
He was th<* son of a Rhode 
Island snufi grinder and he 
used it liberally all his life. 
Soon he had to leave Dublin 
for the sam e reasons, and he 
returned to America in 1792, 
when he was 37. He claimed he 
cam e 
hack 
to 
paint 
Washington, who did sit for him 
three times reluctantly 
I h« most famous of the three 
paintings is the athenaeum por­ 
tait, an engraving of which 
adorns the dollar hill Stuart 
made more than 70 copies of it, 
s«*lling on«* whenever he needed 
money His daughter said that 
near the end ot his life Stuart 
could dash one off in two hours. 
Among Stuart’s contempo­ 
raries w ere T hom as Sully, 
whose record books showed 
ttial b* painted 2,631 pictures 
be!or* his death at 89, and John 
Trumbull, who served briefly 
on Washington's staff but left in 
a huff over a minor error in the 
dating of his commission 
I rumbull went fo London, 
studied under West, and then 
with Thomas Jefferson’s en­ 
couragement embarked on a 
series of paintings of 12 notable 
episodes in the history of the 
creation of the new nation 
There was no sculpture in the 
cotona s as the term is now rec­ 
ognized, hut there was a great 
deal of carving tombstones, 
ships’ figurehead to portraits in 
wood, plaster and terra cotta, 
Patience Lovell Writer, 1725- 
1786, is often called Ihe coun­ 
try s first professional portrait 
sculptor. 
She had been left a widow in 
I76‘t with five children and no 
way to support them. Shi* de- 
vimhI a traveling waxworks ex­ 
hibition which proved so popu­ 
lar that she was encouraged to. 
take it to England in 1772. 
There,

FOOD POWER: America’s 
eftii ient farmers may replace 
this 
co u n try ’s 
powerful 
military establishment as the 
pivotal force in world power 
politics 
That was the central finding 
in a series of new studies on the 
grow ing role of food in a hungry 
world 
Today only North America 
produces 
m ore 
food 
than 
needed by its own people and 
decisions 
on 
which 
other 
nations should get this food can 
be the key factor m shaping 
future international relations, 
according to one study. 
The second study notes that 
only the I S. has the know-how 
and the resources required to 
undertake research on methods 
of expanding food production. 
The wav we share the results of 
that 
research can 
also 
be 
crucial to world peace, ac­ 
cording to the study. 
A study 
made by 
Lester 
Brown, respected authority on 
world food problems for the 
Worldwatch Institute, focused 
on North America’s role* as the 
world breadbasket 
The U, S. and Canada have a 
virtual monopoly on control of 
surplus grain supplies for 
export to other countries, ac­ 
cording to Brown. 
“ In a world of food scarcity, 
where there may not be enough 
food to go around, 
North 
America must decide who gets 
how much food and on what

THROW-AWAY BAN: While 
Congress continues to debate 
legislation to ban throw-away 
beverage 
containers, 
the 
E nvironm ental 
P rotection 
Agency has used its existing 
authority to propose such a ban 
at federal facilities. 
EPA Administrator Russell 
E. T rain 
has 
proposed 
a 
regulation which would require 
a five cent deposit on beer and 
soft drink containers sold at all 
federal buildings,

parks. This would amount to a 
de-facto ban on throw-aways. 
Train said a decision on 
putting the regulation into 
effect will be made after a 60 
day period of public comment.

The new 
Legal Services Corporation, 
launched with great hope a 
year ago, now promises to be­ 
come a disaster instead Legal 
activists have taken charge. 
The eager beavers soon will be 
back at the same old stand, 
gnawing away at a noble ideal 
Forgive me, if you will, a 
personal word; This story 
hurls. Against the warnings 
and 
advice of 
my 
brother 
conservatives. 1 fought for the 
act creating the Legal Services 
Corporation The idea was to 
set up a permanent agency to 
assist the poor in coping with 
the law 
and the idea is sound 
To provide a lawyer for the 
family about to be wrongfully 
evicted, to help the ignorant old 
woman who cannot hope with 
Social Security, to counsel the 
gullible debtor 
hounded 
by 
powerful creditors — to give the 
little people erf our society a fair 
shake with the law is an obliga­ 
tion of fairness, decency, and 
right. 
That was what the new Legal 
Services Corporation was in­ 
tended to provide. Congress 
rejected the activism that 
discredited the former legal 
services program within the 
Office 
of 
Economic 
Oppor­ 
tunity. Through what was 
known as the Green Aendment. 
a fte r C ongressw om an Edith 
Green 
of Oregon, 
Congress 
specifically repudiated the 
“ back-up” cneters that fueled 
the radical movements. When 
the bill at last was adopted, we 
thought we had a pretty good 
act. 
IT HAS all gone sour. Instead 
of a string board headed by a 
skilled chairman, we have a 
w ishy-w ashy board and a 
divisive ch a irm an . Such a 
board could be tolerated if the 
full-tim e staff com m anded 
confidence, but the newly- 
appointed staff evokes dismay. 
The Green Amendment is about 
to 
be 
nullified 
and 
c i r ­ 
cumvented. A worse beginning 
could scarcely be imagined 
Much of the blame for this 
fiasco rests upon Gerald Ford. 
It was his responsibility to find 
the right nominees for the 
board and to fight for their 
confirmation. Mr. Ford was 
never much interested. Two of 
his nominees asked that their 
names be withdrawn; a third 
nominee lost in Senate commit­ 
tee. Mr. Ford indifferently sent 
up other names, and at last got 
an 11-man board confirmed 
In the nature of things, we 
expected — and we got —• a 
handful of liberal members, but 
with Mr. Ford in the White 
House, conservatives had a 
right to expect a board with a 
working conservative majority. 
It hasn’t turned out that way. 
THE CHAIRMAN, unhap 
pily. is Roger C. Cramton, dean 
of the Cornell Law School.

Writing perform ance for the 
13-year-olds also declined. On 
the average, the NAEP found 
the 1974 essays shorter, less so­ 
phisticated in expression and 
more awkwardly w ritten than 
the 1970 essays. 
Only the papers from the 9- 
year-olds showed an im prove­ 
ment. with the proportion of 
good w riters rising in 1974, the 
report said 
Only a few 9-year-olds in ei­ 
ther year wrote fully developed 
paragraphs, the report said 
But 9-year-olds surveyed in 1974 
attem pted more complex sen 
tences and appeared to be m ov­ 
ing toward more sophisticated 
writing. 
The NAEP offered no ex­ 
planation for the decline in 
writing skills, but did offer 
som e reco m m en d atio n s for 
them It suggested that rem e­ 
dial writing laboratories 
be 
made available to all students; 
that more writing be required 
in schools, and that educators 
recognize teaching gram m ar is 
not teaching writing

Farm Roundup 


WASHINGTON <AP) 
The 
huge 1975 soybean crop is con­ 
tinuing to put downward pres­ 
sure on prices, meaning that 
farmers may get around $4.75 a 
bushel tor beans this season, 
according to market analysts in 
the Agriculture Department. 
Although not yet announced, 
one I SI)A official said Wednes­ 
day that the $4.75 average 
which is for the entire 1975-76 
soybean season — is "being 
talked about seriously" at the 
present time. The department 
just last month estimated that 
1975-crop soybeans would bring 
farmers an average of about $5 
a bushel. 
The revised price estimate is 
being worked on as the result of 
this week’s new crop produc­ 
tion report which showed that 
the soybean harvest as of Nov. 1 
would yield 1.52 billion bushels, 
up 3 per cent from the Oct. 1 
forecast 
Thus, if prices average just 25 
cents 
a 
bushel 
lower 
than 
previously 
expected, 
that 
translates into a reduction of 
about 
$380 
million 
in 
what 
farmers will get for the near­ 
record crop. 
The big crop, when piled on 
top of reserves from last year, 
means a record soybean supply 
for 1975-76 of 1.7 billion bushels. 
Kven with some improvement 
in domestic use and exports, 
the soybean stockpile at the end 
of the season next Aug. 31 is 
expected to be in the range of 
325 million to 425 million 
bushels against 186 million at 
the start of this marketing year 
on Sept. 1. 
If the unofficial estimate or 
$4 75 per bushel for 1975 soy­ 
beans is accurate, it would be 
the lowest season price since 
farmers got $4.37 per bushel for 
their 1972 crop. Last season 
they averaged a record high of 


$6.50 per bushel. 
The fade in soybean prices 
also will have a ripple effect 
when farmers begin planting 
1976 crops, particularly cotton, 
according to LJSDA analysts. As 
cotton prices sank early this 
year, many farmers in the 
South turned to soybeans and 
reduced cotton plantings sharp­ 
ly. Torn and grain sorghum in 
some cotton areas also were 
popular alternatives. 
Cotton production this year, 
beset 
by 
insects 
and 
poor 
weather in addition to the acre­ 
age slice, is estimated at 9.03 
million basics, down 22 per cent 
from 1974. That was the esti­ 
mate as of Nov. 1. and officials 
say there has probably been 
further deterioration since 
then. 
As a result of the small crop 
and an improvement in cotton 
use by textile mills, prices have 
improved dramatically since 
their low marks of around 32 
cents a pound last April. As of 
Oct 
15, cotton averaged 49.8 
cents a pound nationally at 
farms, according to USDA. 


Thus, with the sag in soybean 
fortunes and the improvement 
in cotton, farmers may switch 
back substantially to the latter 
next year. One USDA analyst 
said farmers might boost cotton 
plantings to around 11.5 million 
acres and possibly higher if 
cotton prices reach 55 cents a 
pound by planting time next 
spring as some experts think 
possible. 
Growers planted less than 
10.1 million acres of cotton in 
1975. the smallest acreage since 
1967. and down sharply from 
13.7 million in 1974. 
"We know farmers are going 
to plant something, and with 
soybean prices the way they 
are we think they'll go back to 
cotton.' the USDA analyst said.

No Dram atic Developm ents 


Eyed In Ford's China Trip 


W ASH IN G TO N 
(A H ' 
President Ford’s trip to China 
next month isn’t expected to 
produce 
anv 
dram atic 
developments and probably no 
tangible ones. 
The journey will be mostly 
lor the sake of appearances, but 
that does not diminish its im­ 
portance. At this stage of U S.- 
China relations, appear a nces 
substitute for the traditional 
components of policy. 
A diplom atic relationship 
norma 11\ 
is built on trade, 
economic aid, 
political 
and 
m ilitary 
alliances, 
even 
potential conflict 
In the case of Washington and 
Peking, none of these factors 
exist m any meaningful way. 
But both capitals feel that if the 
lirst four of these elements are 
ever to become reality and the 
fifth avoided, some sort 
of 
contact must be maintained, 
even if it is essentially a facade. 
Because of the fragile nature 
of the relationship that devel­ 
oped in 1971 follow ing the end of 
a quarter-centurv of near and 
sometimes real conflict, it was 
decided to keep any meaningful 
contacts on a high level. 
It was agreed that the secre­ 
tary of state would visit Peking 
yearly and see Chinese leaders 
at the United Nations on the 
same basis. 
Periodically, the American 
president would gotoChina, the 
leaders agreed, and former 
President Richard M. Nixon did 
so in 1972. 
High U.S. officials say Ford 
needs to go now because after 
lour years there should be a re­ 
view ol the relationship on the 
highest level. 
Ford will serve as a symbol of 
the intent to develop a real 
relationship, the officials said, 
emphasizing a desire to im­ 
prove contacts. 
Because Ford is new to the 
Chinese, they want to deal with 
him personally And U.S. offi­ 
cials feel it is important that he 
have a chance to size up the 
emerging leaders who will be 
taking over in Peking lor »he 
aging and ailing Mao Tse-tung 
and Chou En-lai 


This will he done in talks 
Ford will have with Mao and 
deputy prime minister Teng 
Hsiao-pmg. the man in day-to- 
day control of China. 
The talks themselves will 
deal primarily with the global 
situation and particularly will 
focus on Chinese concern that 
the United States may be ap­ 
peasing the Soviet Union under 
the guise of detente. 
When Secretary of State Hen­ 
ry A Kissinger went to Peking 
last month to test the waters for 
Ford's I rip. he w as lectured 
publicly about the alleged dan­ 
gers of detente. 
Still, the secretary denies he 
was given a chilly reception 
and claimed that his visit went 
exactly as he expected 
Nonetheless, reports have 
continued that relations were 
strained, 
reports 
fueled 
by 
some curious developments 
concerning plans for Ford’s 
trip 
These involved a delay in the 
announcement ol the presiden­ 
tial visit and a sudden cancella­ 
tion ot an American advance 
trip just as the team 
was 
boarding a plane for Peking.

S E A T T LE (AH) - Tom Cul- 
hane says 
business 
for his 
"company” is good despite all 
the bad publicity it has been 
getting lately. Culhane is a re­ 
cruiter for 
the Central 
In­ 
telligence Agency. 
“ Oh my, they (recruits) are 
there.” says Culhane, who was 
in Seattle recently to interview 
University of Washington stu­ 
dents who want to join the CIA, 
"The recent Senate hearings 
have helped, shall we say, pub­ 
licize the CIA.” 
Last year. 800 people a month 
were writing to the CIA seeking 
a job. he said. Now , the number 
is up to 1.700 a month, thanks to 
the politicians, he says. 
Recruits “ see the importance 
of intelligence in the world to­ 
day.” says Culhane. 
Others say ' “ shoot, why 
should 1 go out and sell paper 
towels ... I can be a participant 
in the events of the day,’” he 
said 
People wanted to be CIA 
agents at the height of the Viet­ 
nam war, too, he said. In some 
places, recruitm ent doubled 
during that period, Culhane 
said. 
Culhane said sometimes stu­ 
dents seek CIA jobs by answer­ 
ing campus newspaper ads, 
while in other cases professors 
refer students to the agency. 
Out of every 25 who apply, four 
or five will be invited for talks 
in Washington. DC. he said. 
“ And no, the first thing we 
check for is not whether they 
belong to the Communist party, 
hut whether they are com­ 
petent.” he said. 
Chances are slim, however, 
that the fledgling members of 
the intelligence community will 
ever be a field agent, or “ in­ 


telligence officer,” as Culhane 
puts it This takes a knowledge 
of foreign affairs, and fluency 
in a foreien language. 


It's all quite normal, Culhane 
says. Accountants stay accoun­ 
tants. Desk iobs are normal 


The Cl A, Culhane says, is “ as 
American as apple pie.”

Economic Recovery 
Shows Signs of 
Sputtering 


N EW Y O R K (A Pj — The 
economic recovery is showing 
signs of sputtering, 
a 
con­ 
sequence of what a lot of busi­ 
ness 
economists 
have 
been 
pointing out since it began, that 
the fuel mixture is a poor one. 
Buyer enthusiasm isn’t high. 
The basic housing industry, 
though recovering somewhat, 
is still in a state of relative de­ 
pression. Business spending is 
lagging. Inflation was never 
licked. 
Astute observers comment 
that a strong recovery from re­ 
cession is unlikely if not impos­ 
sible if it is accompanied by 
rising prices, but that is the 
very thing that is happening. It 
is largely responsible for lag­ 
ging retail sales. 
Those sales did rise in Octo­ 
ber. but not by as much as some 
government 
forecasters 
had 
hoped, considering that over 
the 
past 
year 
inflation 
automatically subtracts 7.8 per 
cent from any advance. 
Jam es Pate, assistant com­ 
merce secretary, noted that in 
the past three months the rise 
in retail sales has slowed sub­ 
stantially from the rate of the 
previous five months. The lev­ 
eling. he said, was more than 
anticipated. 
Some business forecasters, 
and some in academe too, nev­ 
er got their hopes high about 
this recovery. 
Unlike 
many 
government officials, they nev­ 
er joined in the sense of eu­ 
phoria that seemed to prevail 
during the summer. 
Neither did consumers, a l­ 
though they did increase their 
spending from the deeply de­ 
pressed level of a year ago. A 
survey by the First National 
City Bank was released today 
with the headline; “ Consumer 
Has Hang Dog Outlook.” 
“ Americans are more pessi­ 
mistic now over the state of the 
economic recovery than at any 
time this year.” the survey’s 
editors reported. Two out of 
three respondents said it would 
take at least a year for a defi­ 
nite improvement in the econo­ 
my.

If (hat is really the mood of 
consumers, the hopes of fore­ 
casters tor a continued recov­ 
ery may be dashed. Consumer 
spending is the prime mover of 
this economy; the economy can 
hardly expand steadily if the 
consumer isn’t participating. 
One factor that does little to 
lift consumer spirits is the high 
and rising rate of unemploy­ 
ment. After reaching a low for 
the year of 8.3 per cent in Sep­ 
tember. it rebounded to 8.6 per 
cent in October. 
This increase comes in the 
midst of a disturbing trend. 
The trend is for disheartened 
workers who had withdrawn 
from the labor force, as offi­ 
cially defined by the govern­ 
ment. to begin returning in vol­ 
ume.

“ If they’re going to continue 
to play that game, I think we 
should go home and sit for a 
while,” he said in an address to 
the International Sanitary Sup­ 
ply Association. 
The resolution, promoted by 
Arab and Third World nations 
on behalf of Palestinian refu­ 
gees, was adopted last Monday 
by a 72 to 55 vote with 32 coun­ 
tries abstaining. It brands Zion­ 
ism as “ another form of racism 
and racial discrimination.” 
Zionism is an international 
movement to bring Jews to­ 
gether from around the world 
into a single homeland. 
Reagan later told campaign 
workers 
he anticipates 
for­ 
m ally announcing his can­ 
didacy for the Republican 
nomination for the presidency 
Thursday 
morning 
in 
Washington. 
Reagan met privately with 
the 20 top leaders of his Illinois 
campaign organization, report­ 
edly discussing his candidacy 
and strategy in that state. 
In his speech, Reagan criti­ 
cized government intervention 
in free enterprise, saying it 
“ has gotten to the point that 
when you build a better mou­ 
setrap, the government comes 
along with a better mouse.” 
Asked if he would like to see a 
woman as vice president, 
Reagan said it was too early to 
decide, but “ 1 think it'd be a 
great thing for the country.” 
Reagan also attacked detente 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, calling it “ a 
one-way street.”

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Sen. 
John H. Glenn, lM)hio, called 
the energy bill approved last 
week by congressional confer 
ees “compromise at its very 
best" Sunday and predicted 
that President Ford would sign 
it. 
Glenn, a m em ber of the Sen­ 
ate-House committee which a p ­ 
proved the bill, praised the 
agreement worked out between 


Ihe Democrat-controlled Con­ 
gress and the Republican ad ­ 
ministration. 
“The bill is a compromise all 
the way through 
meaningful, 
workable compromise,” Glenn 
said. 
'T h e President backed off on 
some pricing demands, but we 
in turn gave him more flexibil­ 
ity than some colleagues in the 
Senate and House wanted to 
give him.’ the senator said. 
He added that he felt both 
sides gave more ground than 
many expected them to. 
If signed by President Ford, 
the bill would establish a na­ 
tional energy policy and would 
resolve a 10-month partisan im- 


passe between Capitol Hill and 
the White House. Economists 
predict it would result in an im­ 
mediate 3.5-cent cut in the cost 
of a gallon of gasoline or heat­ 
ing oil. 
Glenn said the most imme­ 
diate effect of the compromise 
measure would be its pricing 
mechanism. But “some of the 
conservation features and the 
autom obile sta n d ard s 
that 
aren ’t effective until the late 
1970s or early 1980s may be 
very,

Baking soda for 
greasy stove top

DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 
55 years old and enjoy your 
column very much. I would 
ike to know your thinking on 
protein. At times you indic ate 
you favor a high protein diet 
and other times that excess 
protein goes into fat. You say 
that health can be injured if 
one doesn t have enough pro­ 
tein. What do you consider a 
minimum standard for an ac­ 
tive male of 160 pounds? 
My diet consists of juices, 
fruits, soups, vegetables, 
salad and a small amount of 
meat. No fried foods, no fats, 
no excess salt. I would like to 
keep my weight at the present 
level. 
DEAR R EA D ER - There 
is a right and wrong amount of 
almost all good things in life, 
and protein is no exception. 
You will be getting enough 
protein if your diet includes 60 
grams of good protein a day. 
Now, not all protein is good 
protein, meaning that it con­ 
tains adequate amounts of ail 
the essential amino ac ids that 
the body cannot manufacture 
from other protein. 
The other proviso is that 
your diet must contain enough 
calories to meet your energy 
needs, particularly if you have 
already eliminated all the ex­ 
cess body fat so many people 
carry around. If you are on a 
starvation diet your body will 
use your body protein for 
calories to provide essential 
energy. 
About the only people who 
need more protein than this 
are those actually building 
muscle mass (not muscle fat) 
and that could increase the 
requirement up to about 100 
grams a day. 
When you take more protein 
in than your body needs to 
build or replace lost body pro­ 
tein. the excess is broken 
down to calories for im­ 
mediate energy or to form lat. 
A lot of people do not un­ 
derstand that proteins are 


made up of a variety of amino 
acids that are the building 
blocks for body protein. For a 
more complete understanding 
Of proteins in your diet and 
your body needs, you c an send 
in 50 cents each for two issues 
of The Health Letter, number 
.’1-6 and 3-7, Proteins, Part I 
and Proteins, Part II. These 
issues will tell you how much 
protein you need at different 
ages and what foods provide 
good protein. They also ex­ 
plain how' your body uses pro­ 
tein to build vital structures

The figures I have given you 
for protein are based on the 
R eco m m en d e d 
D a ily 
Allowances established in 1974 
by the National Academy of 
Sciences. This amount is more 
than the minimal daily 
allowance and 
includes 
enough to provide an excess 
for many healthy people. In 
the past many of the protein 
requirements have been over­ 
ly generous. Those amounts 
are fine for most healthy peo­ 
ple In ease of illness or un­ 
usual situations, the amount 
might be different. 
You can figure that a pound 
of raw. separable, lean meat, 
fish or poultry will contain 
about 100 grams of protein. 
That is the weight after all 
skin, bone and inedible parts 
have been removed. 
Milk and milk products are 
an excellent source of good 
protein You can use the non­ 
fat products to avoid fat and 
still get protein. The problem 
with many so-called high pro­ 
tein diets is that they contain 
lots of fat. too. That is not 
necessary if one uses low fat 
dairy products and lean 
meats, tish and poultry and 
the proper food preparation.

'Sam Sheppard Murder Case' 
Scheduled on NBC Tonight

NEW YORK (AP) 
George 
Peppard, the star and chief 
neurosurgeon of NBC’s “Doc­ 
tors’ Hospital.” plays a differ­ 
ent kind of 
medicine man 
tonight in NBC’s “Guilty or In­ 
nocent: The Sam Sheppard 
Murder Case.” 
He portrays Sheppard, the 
Ohio osteopath whose famous 
trial and conviction for the 
murder of his pregnant wife in 
1954 led to a landmark U.S. Su­ 
preme Court ruling that "viru­ 
lent publicity” had denied him 
a fair trial. 
In throwing out 
the con­ 
viction. the high court in 1966 
placed the responsibility for 
preventing “ trial by news­ 
paper” on public officials, not 
the press, and put most of the 
blame lor what it called the 
“ carnival atm osphere” 
of 
Sheppard's 
trial 
on 
tlfe 
presiding judge. 
Sheppard, who died in 1970 at 
age 46. claimed during both the 
trial and his nine years in pris­ 
on that he was innocent. A 
Cleveland jury agreed and ac­ 
quit ted him at his second trial 
in October 1966. 
His case and how it affected 
his life made for absorbing dra­ 
ma. but tonight’s three-hour 
dramatization is anything but 
that. 
It follows Sheppard's account 
of the summer night his wife 
was slain in the upstairs bed­ 
room of their suburban Bay 
Village home fronting Lake 
Erie west of Cleveland. 
A sequence of blurred still 
photographs, made for the NBC 
show, are used to recreate 
Sheppard’s contention that an 
intruder had knocked him un­ 
conscious after having beaten 
Mrs. Sheppard to death. 
Then come various phases of 
the osteopath’s ordeal — the 
media clamoring for his arrest, 
the “carnival atmosphere” of 
his heavily-publicized first 
trial, his life in prison, the 
arrival of a young lawyer 
named F. Lee Bailey to win his 
acquittal 
and 
Sheppard’s 
troubled life as a tree man.

Both violent and property 
crime increased in Ohio in 1974, 
the F B I’s annual Uniform 
Crime Reports released today 
shows. 
The number of violent crimes 
in the state, including murder, 
forcible rape, robbery and ag­ 
gravated assault, jumped as a 
group from 31,304 in 1973 to 39,- 
094 last year. 
Property crimes, including 
burglary, larceny-theft and 
auto theft were up to 414,377 
from 343,836 two years ago. 
The FBI report is compiled 
each year from statistics sub­ 
mitted by city, county and state 
law enforcement agencies. To 
assure uniformity, standard 
definitions are used for the sev­ 
en offenses included in the 
agency’s crime index. 
Cincinnati Police Chief Carl 
V, Goodin chaired the com­ 
mittee 
on 
uniform 
crime 
records of the International As­ 
sociation of Chiefs of Police 
that advised the FBI. 
There were 38.118 violent 
crimes in Ohio cities in 1974, 
compared to 976 in rural areas 
of the state. 
Statewide, there were 394,912 
property crimes in cities last 
year and 19,465 rural property 
crimes. 
Overall, Ohio recorded an in­ 
crease in serious crime of 78,- 
331. from 375,140 in 1973. 
Here is a breakdown of crime 
in the state's major metropoli­ 
tan areas: 
Akron, including Summit 
and Portage counties, listed 36,- 
116 serious crimes in 1974. The 
highest area totals within the 
two categories were 1,182 ag­ 
gravated assaults and 21,234 
larceny-thefts. 
Canton showed 13,282 prop­ 
erty crimes and 1.143 violent 
crimes for Carroll and Stark 
counties. The area recorded 667 
robberies and 7,905 larceny- 
thefts for the highest totals 
within the index.
